But the Court of Directors were as regardleſs of this repreſenta= 
tion of the writer's. wrongs. as they before had been of the many 
others which he had preſented to them. All-powerful- as they 
thought themſelves, they, paid no attention to his prayers for juſtice, 
nor ever offered the moſt trifling reparation for the numberleſs inju> 
ries which he had ſuffered. . They poſſeſſed the judicious opinions of 
their own eminent Lawyers, to which they themſelves had alſo 
ſubſcribed, that the proceedings of their governing-ſervants in Bengal 
againſt the writer were illegal; which illegality was put farther be- 
yond a doubt by the decree of his Majeſty in Council. But they knew 
that whatever might be the event, the never-failing treaſury of the 
Company would ſecure them from all loſſes in their official capaci- 
ties. They well foreſaw, that the inveſtigation before the publi 
or in courts of juſtice, of matters of ſuch magnitude as were W 
in the writer's caſe, could not fail of injuring, if not ruining, the 
Company; but the carrying of a few favourite points in a party, and 
the ſecuring of their annual elections, were objects to be conſidered 
far in preference to the intereſts of the Proprietors; who appeared to 
have been long reconciled to be the dupes of Eaft India politics. 

The Court of Directors, therefore, would never candidly declare 
whether they vindicated or condemned the conduct of their ſervants 
towards the writer; who, after being kept, in the moſt humili- 
ating manner, under hopes of redreſs, for ſeventeen months, was 
at laſt forced to * commence proſecutions at law; not merely to 
obtain damages for illegal ſufferings, but in fact to regain poſſeſſion 
of a fortune lawfully acquired by his own induſtry, from which he 

had been firſt forcibly torn, and then illegally withheld : while Pre- 
ſident Verelſt, in the election of April 1771, was rewarded, for his 
reat and meritorious ſervices, with a ſeat in the Direction.

This kind of juſtice was formerly deemed by the E. India Direc- 
tors an object of ſuch importance, that it was made an expreſs ar- 
ticle in the covenants of perſons licenſed by them to go to India, 
and has likewiſe been continued in all the modern + covenants, that 
they ſhould not leave the Company's ſettlements before they had 
_ faithfully paid all ſuch ſums as they might be juſtly indebted to the 
black merchants, or to any other foreigners, or merchants, not being 
his Majeſty's ſubjects.

In the beginning of this century, the Emperor made a triat of this kind. He ſent a 
„ Ruſſian merchant, called Soloview, to Amſterdam, there to: eſtabliſh; a Nuſſian factory, 
&« or houſe of trade; and that he might ſucceed the better, he not only gave him ſeveral 
«© commiſſions of the Court, but there were alſo granted to him great advantages on the 
&« reſt of his trade to Ruſſia. As Soloview was really a man of parts, and had all the ne- 
e cefſary capacity, he knew ſo well how to avail himfelf of all thoſe circumſtances, that 
* he had, in a few years, gained a conſiderable capital; at the ſame time that his civil 
« behaviour bad won him the friendſhip and confidence of all the Dutch merchants. But

If we examine what appears to have been the foundation of this 
prohibition, we ſhall find it to have been of the moſt ridiculous | 
nature. It muſt have been either, that the Europeans did not pay, 5 
ſufficient duties, or that by themſelves, or their gomaſtabs, "they - . 
were guilty of abuſes in carrying on the trade. If the former was 
the evil, the remedy was to collect higher duties. If the latter, the 
eſtabliſhment of adequate puniſhments and reſtraints might have 
prevented thoſe abuſes. Without the agency of gomaſtahs, neither 
the native merchants or Europeans can carry on. any trade whatever 
in India. But it appears, that becauſe abuſes are alleged to have 
been committed in the carrying on of this trade, towards the e 
rection of which no puniſhments were ever effectually applied, or 
even ſeriouſly or rationally attempted, the trade has been prohibited 
But this prohibition is equally impolitic in another light.
